EDITORIAL VISITS. 


On our last visit to Virginia City and 
vicinity, we were impressed by a few infiu- 
ences there operating, as those of great 
force, and possibly of great evil. As an 
example on the late consolidation of the 
two valuable claims, the Cholar and the 
Potosi, the superintendent of the first eom- 
ing into control of the whole, called the 
workmen of the Potosi together and pro- 
posed this question to them: “ Will you 
work on the Sabbath?” Over thirty were 


‘unwilling to do so, and were immediately 


discharged. , Over thirty men of honest, 
upright characters, faithful workmen, of 


cultivated conscience, were discharged, only 


because they would not abandon principle, 
break the law of God, and commit sin. 
Nothing bas ever before forced upon our 
mind the subject of Sabbath-breaking so 
vividly as this one act of the Cholar Super- 
intendent. So far as we could ascertain, 
every paying mine in that region of vast 
wealth, and almost every mill, is worked on 
the Sabbath. Now the whole people, with 
few exceptions, are dependent on these 
mines for a living; hence it follows, that 
nearly every man of decided religious 
principle, must give up his religious princi- 
ples, violate his conscience, and break the 
command of God, or be driven out of the 
country. This is one of the worst aspects 
of things in the world. A man may drink, 
swear, gamble, lie, carouse, or be a de- 
bauchee, and yet be employed, but if he be 
a man who fears God and obeys his law, 
for this and this alone, he must be excluded 
from the country. At first, Christian peo- 
ple did not think of this, and went there. 
Now, finding that business men, who have 
the control of the means of living, require 
them to work on the Sabbath; they are most 
strongly tempted to give way to sin, under 
the plea of necessity. What! deny God’s 
command to get work from wicked men! 
It had been better than this for the three 
children of Babylon to have bowed to the 
image of Nebuchadnezzar to escape the 
burnings of the fiery furnace. They could 
not flee from the country; these men can, 
and yet plead that to save life they may vi- 
olate the command, “Remember to keep 
the Sabbath holy ; “ in it thou shalt not do 
any work.” 
We have but little expectation that the 
mining companies of Nevada will cease 
their Sabbath breaking, and hence we can- 
not see but that the Christian conscience of 
that people must be thrust out, while tena- 
cious Christian members will be driven 
away, and Sabbath breaking, irreligion, 
worldliness, abandonment, wickedness, and 
all kinds of vice increase, till in some way, 
even as in the case of the sin of slavery, 
the terrible judgments of God fall upon 
the people. The churches must languish 
and be abandoned, Sabbath-schools must 
be given up, all religious teaching must be 
withdrawn, and an irreligious community 
be left to corruption, so far as to those de- 
pending upon the mines—and this is most 
all, or these mining companies must come 
to keep the Sabbath, of which we have but 
little hope. The companies are the wicked 
leaders in this, while the workmen and the 
people are led by them, and both must fall 
into the ditch. The companies being the 
leaders, all who take stock in these com- 


panies are personally guilty with them. Ip 


day must win; 
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this manner, all Christian persons in Cali- 
fornia, and at the east, who take stock in 
these Sabbath-breaking companies are sin- 
ning against God, partaking in the viola- 
tion of the law of the Sabbath, and be- 
coming “ unequally yoked with unbelievers.” 
What is here said, is equally applicable to 
the mining, staging, steamboating, railroad- 
ing, companies of California, that violate 
the Sabbath, and it is as true of copper, as 
of gold and silver companies. Christian

| dreds of thousands of dollars by invest- 


ing in mining companies, without inquiring 


saved to them if they hed always refused 
investments, unless the Sabbath were ob- 
served. And if we include the losses of 
men of acknowledged religious regerd, but 
not professors, the sum would rise to one or 
two millions of money. Are not these 
losses one of the judgments of God, upon 
the people for their sin in overworking the 
Sabbath in this matter? This effect of 
Sabbath-breaking by mining companies 
must be felt more terribly in Nevada than 
elsewhere, because there the whole people 
are more directly dependent on the mines 
than in other States, and we believe that 
all Christian people in Nevada and out of 
it, ought, out of fear towards God, to with- 
draw from these Sabbath-breaking compan- 
ies, and leave them to reap the fruit of 
their own wickedness sooner or later in the 
just retribution of God. We speak what 
we believe to be the law of God in this 
case. If Christian workmen say, What 
shall we then do? we can only say, do as 
the martrys did, even though you die, 
starving for your religion, as they often did; 
or you must loose both the martry’s crown, 
and the Christian’s home. “ Remember the 
Sabbath-day to keep it holy; in it thou 
shalt not do any work.“ S. V. 


History of Indian Affairs among the Nez 
Perces.—No. 7. 


Permit me to call your attention to what 
I regard a most hopeful feature in this peo- 


ple, viz., that so few of the nation have 


abandoned the Sabbath or the Government, 
and so few of the native church apostatized 
under the firey temptations, without a shep- 
herd, they have been subjected to for so 
many years; by infidels who have scoffed 
religion with language most frightful.; by 
papists, who left no stone unturned to fasten 
themselves, according to the promise of 
Fillmore, upon them; by the sons and 
daughters of Paphos and Sodom; and by 
that blood-stained band of fanatics, who 
may well be compared to those fearful 
bands of locusts of a former day, which 
made the earth quake with their going, and 
the inhabitants to pray for death by reason 
of their plagues. Why a single Nez Per- 
ces remains faithful to his religion, to the 
christian Sabbath or the American govern- 
ment in this lion’s den, where nine out of 
ten of the white preachers, and nineteen 
out of twenty of the white church members, 
and ninety-nine out of one hundred of the 
sons and daughters of Christian schools 
have been ground to powder—soul, bones, 
and all—can probably be explained only on 
the supposition that the modern locusts, 
like those of Patmos observation, have bad 
power given them to hunt “ only those men 
which have not the seal of God in their 
foreheads.” 

Only about one-fourth the nation have 
been induced by these thousand instructors 
to throw off their allegiance to the Govern- 
ment and to abandon the Sabbath and the 
Christian religion and to become consistent 
infidela—that is, worshipers of the Sun. 
Tipya-lahna-Kaaupa (Eagle of the Light) 
has been of that belief since 1838, when a 
Delaware arrived among them and told 
them they had better kill Dr. Whitman and 
myself, as Americans would follow our 
track, and they would loose their country. 
This chief was strengthened in his opposi- 
tion to our missions by the representations 
of a white infidel of the emigration of 1844, 
who has figured sometimes in the Oregon 
Legislature, who with his party visited the 
Nez Perces camp at Grand Ronde while 
they were engaged in their Sabbath devo- 
tions. He asked them who made their 
hymn-books in that strange language (Nez 
Perces). Ellis, the head chief, replied— 
“ Mr, Spalding, our teacher.” The infidel 
replied, “That shows what Mr. Spalding 
has come to your country for, to build a 
fence around your people like a corral, so 
that the whites can come and take your 
country. Here, take and read this book,” 
handing Ellis an English book. Ellis re- 
plied, his people could not read in that 
book.” That shows, said the Tom 
Paineite, “that Mr. Spalding is not a good 
man, does not love you, and does not wish 
you to go to God or to get money. He 
knows that God does not understand this 
Indian language, and that you cannot ob- 
tain property through it. This is the lan- 
guage in this book (English) which God 
understands, and by which alone you can 
obtain property; and if Mr. Spalding were 
a good man, loved you, and wished you to 
get cows, and finally to get into heaven, he 
would have taught your whole nation long 
ago to read, spenk and pray and sing, in the 
English language.”

Should I be asked what would remedy 
these evils, I would answer in the · first place 
honesty, in the second place honesty, and in 
the third place honesty. And here I would 
not be understood as undertaking to say 
where the blame belongs ; and so far as the 
Nez Perees Agency is concerned, I would 
not intimate that the fault lies on/y or prin- 
cipaly with those connected with the Agency. 
From what the Governor has said about 
the $230,000 it might be so inferred: Of 
that vast sum of money, every dollar de- 
signated to this Agency, I do not believe 
that one-third of it ever reached its desti- 
nation; $70,000 of it, I am told by a late 
Superintendent, reached a given point on 
the Pacific coast, but could be traced no fur- 
ther; not a dollar of it reached this Agency, 
where it was due. The consequence was 
the Agent had to expend I believe over 
$3,000 of his own and wait for another ap- 
propriation, and then take greenbacks; of 
course he was broken up. Several of the 
employees of that date are yet unpaid, in- 
cluding several Indians. Another $20,000 
of it, L am told by those who ought to know. 
left the Dalles in the hands of an Agent, to 
pay hard-working, honest men, for building 
the flour-mill and the saw-mill, and for get- 
ting out and delivering timber and building 
the office, shops and dwelling houses, but 
not a dollar of it reached the Agency I am 
told by some of those who did the work, 
and most of the men have now waited four 
or five years, and have not got their pay, 
and probably never will. I believe every 
attempt to get an appropriation here to 
meet these just debts has failed. The con- 
tractor for the mills, after completing them, 
held on to them for years till tne Adminis- 
tration went out and the Government suc- 
ceeded in running one appropriation through 
the “ Rapids,” and about a year ago he re- 
ceived his number ot dollars, but in green- 
backs worth only fifty cents, but a consider- 
able amount of what was due him was for 
money of his own he had paid out for sub- 
sistence, timber, and wherewith to build the 
mills. Thus he only got about one half 
what was justly due to him. Another 840, 
000 of that amount, I am told by the Agent, 
and fully twenty other persons who ought 
to know, came to this Reservations more 
than a year ago in the hands of a late Su- 
perintendent, every dollar due to this 
Agency ; so appropriated by Government; 
but he never paid a dollar of it to the 
Agent or one on the Agency, and so every 
one of us employees, as a consequence, are 
without our pay for more than a year, and 
we have to subsist ourselves by going into 
debt with the merchants at Lewiston, and 
when it does come, should the Government 
ever succeed again in running another ap- 
propriation through the “ Rapids,” it will 
be in greenbacks at less than fifty cents, 
while our supplies cost four times what they 
did four years ago. The Agent, also wich- 
out bis pay or a single dollar from the Gov- 
ernment to meet the daily expenses of car- 
rying on the Agency, has had to go many, 
many thousands of dollars in debt.

HIS INTELLECTUAL POWER. 


I can never forget, and have often nar- 
rated an incident which took place in New 
York, when Judge Douglass became a can- 
didate for re-election to the Senate, and 
when he was opposed by the Republicans 
and by the whole force of the Buchanan 
administration, It was in the spring of 
1858 when I called on the Judge, who was 
then staying with Mrs. Douglass, at the St. 
Nicholas hotel. He was preparing for his 
canvass with great zeal, and knew that he 
had a hard struggle before him. The in- 
telligende had just reached him that his 
Republican competitor would be Abraham 
Lincoln. While realizing that this fact 
only added to his own doubts of the result, 
he seemed to be flattered that his opponents 
had put forward their best man. Holding 
Mr. Lincoln’s well-known, and for a time 
much abused, but not the less prophetic, 
speech in his hand— that speech in which 
he shocked the slave-despots by declaring 
that this nation must be “all free or all 
slave —with this remarkable production 
in his hand, he proceeded to pay a high trib- 
ute to Mr. Lincoln. He said he was the 
leading mind of bis party, the most difficult 
man to meet and match on the stump, and 
the most skillful and thoughtful statesman 
of his school. It is unnecessary to do more 
than refer to the resulting debate between 
these two intellectual wrestlers. If it ended 
in making Douglass'Senator, it placed in 
bold relief before the nation the futare Pres- 
ident of the United States J. V. Forney.

Evangelization and Edacation. 


A sermon of H. W. Beecher, in the Jn- 
dependent of the 8th December, contains a 
passage worth reading.

Where we have suffered most has been the 
most ignorance. School-houses have been 
bulwarks; and churches have been forts. 
And where there have been no school- 
houses, apd no faithful churches, there trea- 
son has festered, and burrowed, and mined. 
And our business for the time to come, is 
to spread the gospel, and carry with it the 
whole train of its civilizing influenees. We 
must go down into those counties that voted 
one unbroken vote to put an end to this 
war by a vile submission to the South— 
we must go down into those counties and 
preach what? Political sermons? No, 
away back of these we must preach the 
gospel. They are counties populated by 
heathen—men that know only how to eat, 
and drink, and sleep, and snore, and quar- 
rel, and that need to be taught the first 
principles of civilization and morality. 
And we must go among these men, and en- 
lighten them, that we may be fortified 
against envy, and hatred, and faction, and 
division, and rebellion. The cheapest way 
to reach the next-political campaign, is to 
preach the gospel; for wherever there is 
Christ there is liberty, and wherever there 
is Belial, burnished and oily as a Governor, 
there is oppression.
